MA.\A<;I A, Nicaragua, April 30.—The 


Niuarauuau government haa formally 
decided to accede to the compromise 
proposition for it settlement of the pend- 
ing troubles, and thia decision haa been 
communicated to the authorities at 
Washington, and London. 


Nicaragua agrees to pay Jt 15,500 in 


1/mdon lifteen days from the time the 
British shins leave the harbor of Cor- 
intu. It now remains for Great Britain 
to agree to th:= condition. 


Nicaragua's course 
ia regarded an 


dhiftiug onto Great Britain the further 
responsibility ior any trouble. Positive 
flasuraiii-ps fur the payment of the money 
have been »iven. 


WASIUXI.ION-, April HU.—The Manacua 


dispatch statins 'that Nicaragua has 
agreed to a compromise, by which she 
will pay I'i.ViOO OI1 condition that Co- 
riuto be evacuated and that the Hritifih 
fleet be withdrawn, is accepted by the 
atiicials here aa samminy up thu latent 
status of the subject. 


Attention is now directed to London 


to see whether the condition of immedi- 
ate evacuation will be granted. If it is, 
the trouble is practically at an ond. If 
it is not, it is believed in diplomatic cir- 
cles that it will cause a renewal of re- 
ports that Great Britain ia not EO much 
anxious to settle as to continue in active 
occupation of Corinto. 


At the state department the news that 


Nicaragua would pay the $77,">OJ indem- 
nity within fifteen days after the de- 
parture of tha Hriti?h troopa was aeem- 
infily expected, though no direct advices 
had been received L>y the department, 
fn fact Minister Baker is now iu Costa 
Rica, and there is very little communi- 
cation between this government and the 
legation at Managua. It was learned at 
tlie department that the acceptance by 
Nicaracua of the terma which have been 
proposed does not mean that the affair 
is settled. It is understood that Am- 
bassador T.ayard throughout the contro- 
versy has had to encounter the ditliculty 
which id siill presented. The British 
government wants the. money paid in 
the presence of the British tleet at 
Corinto while the fleet is still there and 
the troops aie in possion of the town. 
The British government, according to a 
state department ofiicial, wants tho 
payment made as though under duress. 
It ia hoped, however, the offer made 


at the su»ijesuoii of the United States, 
,ind which Managua advices say have 
been satisfactory to the Nicarajjuan gov- 
ernment, will be agreed to by the British 
government, and assurances to this 
effect have been received. As to the 
possible arbitration of the remaining 
questions in dispute between Great 
Britain and Nicaragua, it ia understood 
tbe United States'especte to be repre- 
sented, and will probably be not refused 
bv Great Britain. Thia, it ia said, will 
not be allowed to interfere with the set- 
tlement of the £15,500 claim by payment 
within two weeks, aa proposeJ. 


LONMION, April ;!0.—It is learned from 


oilicial sources that there has been no 
change in the attitude of Great Uritain 
towards Nicaragua, the British govern- 
ment haa no alternative but to insist 
upon a settlement of ita demands and 
not to listen to any offers of a com- 
promise. The United States, it was 
added, is not intervening in the matter.

"Wild Swan and Satellite have been or- 
dered to Paso de Cabellos and San Juan 
del Sur, and that Kear Admiral Ste- 
pheiisou haa cabled to London saying 
that Corinto ia a useless possession ia 
unfounded.

100 from (Jermauy ; I'.'.loO from Russia 
proper; 10,1-5 from Italy, and lU.lltl 
from England. Of those debarred from 
landing 1071 were paupers, or likely to 
become so. Eleven were shown to have 
been convicts and :>">:» contract laborers. 
Of those landed 19,1:92 could not either 
road or write. 


A MONEY-MAKING SCHEME. 


Frauds in Connection With 
the 


Entry of Chinese. 


.vsnis'Ci'mx, April SO. -The secretary 


of the treasury has received from Spe- 
cial Agents Johnstown and Beane at 
lloiso City, Idaho, a report of the re- 
sults of their investigation in the alleged 
frauds in connection with the entry of 
Chinese into this country. The report 
?tates tho investigation shows conclu- 
sively there, bus been for several years 
past au organized money-making con- 
spiracy with a view to manufacturing 
•eriihcates upon which Chinese laborers 
iay be enabled to visit China and re- 
turn to the United States aa Imna-rjde 
merchants. 
In a majority of the cases 


the so-called merchants were found to be 
cooks and gardeners employed in and 
near Boise City. Nevertheless a large 


liber of prominent citizens have 


,,,.iched for the Chinese as merchants. 
The special agenta are convinced that 
the business has been carried on aa a 
money-making t-cheme. The grand jury 
failed, however, to bring in indictments 
against- any of the partiea.

Superintendent 
arkson wag aa inuch exercised as the 


prisoners in his care, and, aa he stood 
in the empty pantry, said : "In the 
morning the men will get the last meal 
we have for them. It will consist of 
some rnueh, potntoea and coffee, and 
then our supplies are all pone. Until 
they send Bome new supplies, I don't 
know what I am going to do. I cannot 
turn the prisoners loose npnn the world, 
for Sheriff Whelan is held responsible 
for their safe keeping, under heavy 
bonds, and yet T cannot lock them up 
here and let them starve. 
"I took the men from their work to- 


day and put them on short rations. The 
horses were turned out into the field to 
graze, for not one ounce of fodder ia 
left."I tell you this ia getting to be mighty 
serious business and it'a about time 
something turned up." 


At the Almshouse they are not so

through tomorrow, they will have pro- 
visions enough to carry them to the end 
of the week.

Fulton Cordon, prominent beuanse of 
her remarkable beauty and excellent 
family connections. The story is a sad 
one, and has caused one of the greatest 
sensations this city or etate haa ever 
been called upon to cnvouicle. The 
following telegram found in Mr. Brown's 
pocktt no doubt is the direct cause of 
ihe double murder.

"To Archie D. Brown, Governor's

Upon receipt of the above telegram 


Dr. Brown came to Louisville and pro- 
ci-eded to the appointed place, an evil 
resort at 1-05 Madison street, where at 
r.».:j;> o'clock today the tragedy occurred. 
At noon Brown, with Gordon's wife, 
knocked at the front door of Lncien 
Suiitn's Madison street house. They 
were, admitted by Muttie Mittinyton, a 
colored woman, and immediately re- 
paired to thy upstairs front room, which 
had been previously engaged. Thirty 
minutes later a man knocked at the 
door of the house and was admitted. 
This waa Fulton Gordon. He engaged 
the front lower room, saying a woman 
would join him 
shortly. 
Tho man 


closed all the door.^, and a few minutes 
later a commotion was heard above, fol- 
lowed by a succession of pistol shots. 
Then there was a hurried movement 
down staira aa Mr?. Gordon lied from 
the ecene. A few more shots rang out, 
and she fell dead uu the porch in tlie 
rear yard. Gordon left tbe house im- 
mediately, and a few minutes later 
Brown's corpse was found in the up- 
stairs room. Policemen Keilly and Ln- 
paille ruahed down Wulnut street, and 
saw a man running for a buggy tied to a 
post at the corner of West street. 


"The man waa covered with blood," 


said Officer Reilly, "and I- immediately 
jumped at the conclusion that he waa 
the murderer. 


"Gordon, for he turned out to be Gor- 


don, s;iid to me, '1 Ehot both of them. I 
caught them in the net. They are both 
dead. I am shot, too. Oome with me, 
and I'll show you where they are.' 


"Gordon was pale aa a ghost, and 


evidently verv weak. Lnpallle, myself 
and Gordon walked to the house. Just 
aa we got inside the from, door Gordon 
staggered and waa about to fall, when I 
caught him. Ho was in a fainting con- 
dition. I summoned the ambulance, 
and as soon as possible we sent Gordon 
to jail. Gordon had little difiiculty hi 
getting into the room, as the fact that 
there are no broken locks indicate that 
the entry was left unlatched. Aa soon 
as Gordon gained access a desperate 
duel evidently hepan. Biown had a SB- 
calibre revolver, which WP.S empty after 
tho tragedy. Gordon must have hud 
two pistols, 
as eix bullets pierced 


Brown's body, and three of them pierced 
Mrs. Gordon. The bed on which Mr. 
Brown and Mrs. Gordon lay was covered 
with blood, showing that one or both

Charley Pierce, alias "Dynamite Dick." 


The advent of the ollicera with ihe 


remains of the outlaws waa a compMo 
surprise to the community, as no one 
had been apprised of the fact that the 
biiudits were being pursued, much M;SS 
tU.a there had been a fight and that 
two of them had been killed. They 
i-ere brought in just aa they were when 
killed, in full clothes, with tlicir boots 
and spurs on aud armed to the teeth. 
Hesides Winchesters, each had on a re- 


i)lvc-r apiece aud belis of cartridges for 
both instruments of death. As their 
uloihes were cut off their bodies it waa 
seen that "Dynamite Dick" had at least 
thirty buckshot in him, while two Win- 
L-hester balls let the life out of "Bitter 
Creek." 


'Dynamite Dick" waa shot all over, 


but mostly in the right shoulder and 
side, although he had fully Bis ehut in 
hia stomach, aa many in one foot; one of 
hia eyes was open, aa though he bed 
been in the act ot taking sight along a 
Winchester. 
One Winchester 
bullet 


atruck "Hitter Creek" in the forehead, 
and tore out hiu brains at tho back of 
bis head, and tho other hit his hand aa 
be was pulling the trigger. 
-•Marshal Mix does not want to say 
much about the killing, aa the marshals 
who did the work are Etill after other 


ti. The outlaws were killed at the 


southeast comer of Pawnee county at 
the house of the Dunn brothers uear 
Ingalls, the old rendezvoua of theout- 
liiwfl. Thay were killed by Deputy Mar- 
shal Schaffer at the head of ais other 
marshals. The bandits went the Dunne' 
house about S o'clock last evening. It 
being moonlight, they were easily seen, 
aud ""Dvnamite Dick" was killed out- 
right, being lilled full of buckshot. "Bit- 
ter Creek" made a light, and two Win- 
chester bails felled his horse before he 
could pull the tracer of his gun. 


The two men killed are a part of the 


pang that held up the Rock Island train 
at Dover some tinio ago. They had 
been chased ever since. Charles Pierce, 
alias "Dynamite Dick," ia a hall bro- 
ther to "Tulaa Jack," who was killed in 
the Cheyenne country by Deputy Mar- 
shal W."lianl«. Tbe express companies 
huvu big rewards offered for these out 
laws. The bodied were embalmed and 
the expresG detectives wired for. 


Deputy Banks saw the bodies and 


recognized them. Oscar Halsell recog- 
nized "Hitter Creek." The outhiwused 
to herd cattle for him. 0. F. Hicks, a 
cowboy, looked at him and Eaid ho 
bunched cattle with him several years 
ago. The horses of the outlaws were 
killed.

Mrs. Gordon's body was found on the 


cellar door, face downward, clothed only 
in a chemise anu a skirt. She waa in 
her stocking feet. Her hair waa loose 
and banging about her head in a tan- 
gled ma?a. Her bosom waa covered with 
blood, and her skirt was covered with it.

averted, is reached. The British gov- 
ernment has been given to undeiatand 
that the United Statea does not take 
ieeue with it as to the right to exact au 
indemnity and reasonable reparation 
from Nicaragua, considering the gravity 
of the 
offense 
committed 
by 
the 


Nicaragua!! government in expelling a 
British ollicial and British subject from 
Nicaragua, in defiance of all principles 
of international law and comity. The 
fact that Americans were expelled at 
the same time by the Nicaraguanaand 
were afterwards voluntarily permitted 
to return to tlie country, haa not in any 
degree served to ameliorate the offense 
committed against Great Britain and 
agaiiiBi civilization in the eyes of our 
state department. 
In couDC!itin£ tu the execution uf the 


British pnwnim in Nicaragua, however, 
thu Btaie. department was very careful 
to give full notice, tlml it would not per- 
mit (Jreut Britain to annex a foot of 
Nicarammn em I nor to interfere with 
the Republican form of government 
there. It wad fully intended that the 
notice given should be taken as an ex- 
planation of the position of our govern- 
ment in the matter, and it is asserted 
that the leara expressed by the Latin- 
American diplomatists here that land- 
ing of British troops at Corinto would 
be the forerunner of a forcible occupa- 
tion of-the territory in dispute between 
(Jreat Britain and Venezuela ia without 
foundation. 


Ambassador Uayard at London is well 


acquainted with the views of the presi- 
dent in the matter, and it may hu stated 
positively that he will not tolerate the 
occupation of the territory to westward 
of the famous Sehonherg line by Great 
Britain. 
Secretary Gresham there is 


reason to believe has informed him of 
the position which will be assumed by 
the United States, namely: "That it 
cannot permit the extension of British 
claims to territory weatof thoSehonberg 
line and the occupation of that territory 
at least in advance of arbitration." 


As there is still a remote prospect that 


Great Britain will so far heed our prior 
urgent representations as to consent to 
.submit the entire boundary question to 
arbitration, it may be that Mr. Bayard 
has riigardfid it as inadvisable at pres- 
ent to communicate this conclusion 
reached by the President to the foreign 
office and that it will be withheld until 
th.3 clash, which is inevitable in the ab- 
sence of an agreement to arbitrate the 
difficulty of the course on the Vene- 
zuelan boundary. The attempt of the 
Guayena colonists to run a railway 
through Vene/.uelan territory may pre- 
cipitate this clash. Wheu the proper 
momentarrives the decision of the gov- 
ernment , it i< said, wil I be communicated 
in no uncertain terms and the modera- 
tion the United States has shown in the 
Nicaragua affair in which the honor of 
Great Britain 13 regarded as involved, it 
is believed will cause our course^ as to 
Venezuela to be respected. 


Some recent statements have appeared 


intimatinsr that Nicaragua will be dis- 
posed to" criticise the, course of the 
United States in not adopting energetic 
steps in her behalf.

They are here today, numbered amongst 
the iiobk'St and proudest of our people, 
not desiring to keep up prejudices or an- 
imosities, but to live peaceably as citi- 
zens of a common country. That coun- 
try has now but one ilaji, but the men 
wiio are proud of tho stars and stripe;

ly" and by young men who are sup 
osed to be permeated by the nineteenth 
entury spirit of enlightsnment.itshonli 
ot be'dismi-sed so lightly. Frequently 
oo, one reads oi hazing affairs, of little 


any, less atrocity than this. The 
.culty have punished the offenders iu 
ais case by suspending them from the 
niversitj for a week, but the penalty 
_ems absurdly out of proportion to the 
ffense. The Humane Society has taken 
ie matter up, and an example proh- 
bly will be made of the barbarous stu- 
dents, but this fact in no way changes 
the attitude of the faculty in the affair. 


It is strange that this hazing custom, 
scept in itsjnilder form, ia not stamped 
out in the colleges. It is but occnsion- 
Jly that the atrocities perpetrated in 
,bis guise are made known to the pub- 
ic, but far more frequently faculties are 
aware of them. It ia to the credit of 
some institutions of learning that hazing 
13 not permitted, hot the wonder re- 
mains that in so many it is not efiec 
tually discountenanced. Young people 
are pent to such places to secure, some

SAX KRANCISCO, May 2. — Theodore

cision briefly reviewed the. case and the 
evidence adduced against Durrant. In 
conclusion the judge said : 


"The people, I consider, have surely 


wound a chain of circumstances in thia 
cace around one object—-Durrant—and 
to cap the climax the property of tho 
dead girl was found in his possession. 
The chain is complete, and in my opin- 
ion nothing ia wanting."

examination for the murder of Blanche 
Lamont was taken up.

I know of an instance, not far from 


me, where raisins were delivered to the 
same commission house from adjuinics 
vineyards. The j;ene.ral conditions as 
to eoil, cultivation, age of the vines, 
timeof picking, caring for and general 
handling were in my judgment equal. 
One of'the parties— I quote from hia 
own statement to me—received *t!0 per 
ton for hia raisins, and the other party 
received $'.>3 per ton for hia. All I know 
about it ia what eauh has told mft; that 
is, aa far as the price is concerned. 


Fellow raisin growers, it is aii wrong 


to do business in any Fiich way. Sell 
for cash in the sweat box, if possible, 
and if not possible to do HO give them to 
some co-operative, company. 
In my 


opinion 93 per cent of the niisins are 
yet free from commission clutches, and 
let us keep it that way. By not tying 
ourselves up we can help our unfortu- 
nate brother who has been compelled 
to do so, aa well ae saving ourselves. 
Let us stand together aud help one an- 
other and resist the common enemy, 
the commission bushiest. 
Either co- 


operate or sell for caeh. 
Resist the 


temptations of those, who arc seeking to 
maintain this ruinous system, and a 
just God will help ut--.

unaeia bark by pouring boiling water 
n it anil mixing this with the soap and 
ater. It should be applied by spray 
ump or large garden syringe. 
The soft soap retains the bitterness of 
ie quassia upon the leaves, making 
icm unpleasant for the aphides, which 
re thus starved out. The mixture is 
ntirely harmless.

You will receive on your raisins when 
delivered at a co-operative packing 
house as much or witkiu a half-cent as 
much as the packers will be likely to 
pay for raisins this year, and rrore than

I find that there is no trace of 
oidium or "powdery mildew." 
The 


aalty efflorescence you notice ia but 
"glauber Baits" (sulphate of soda), one 
of the chief salta in "white alkali." 
This is taken up by the vine in excess uf 
what it can use, and in hot weather is 
"sweated out." 
Evaporation leaves the 


salt on the surface of the leaf. This in 
small quantities* is not dangerous. If 
the leaf becomes entirely covered with 
his it ia apt to alter the cell tisane of 
he leaf, but it can only do harm where 
t touches the leaf and thia harm is but 
a email isolated spot, equivalent to a 
mecbanical injury. Were it uidimn it 
would rapidly fpread over tbe entire 
eaf and attack the cane and hunch. 
The only way to get rid of this from the 
surface of the leaves is to waah them 
with water, being careful not to uae 
strong alkali water. U is very certain 
that sulphur will do this no good what- 
ever. You must be the judge aa to the 
advisability of sulphuring for the Fake 
of stimulating the vine. This ia done 
all over Europe even when there IE no 
sign oi mildew. Three treatments are 
given yearly, and they find that it pays 
to do EO. Whether it would pay here

'Indians, ns a rule, are comparatively 


easy to catch," aaid Deputy Sheriff Ben 
Jlerritt in a talk with a KEI'L'IU.K-AN re- 
porter last evening. "I think that a 
man who understands "Indiana and their 
ways could get murderer Haslett in a 
week. I was constable in the Madera 
foothills four years and I had consider- 
able experience with Indians. They 
were continually fighting among them- 
selves, and Indian hunting was almost 
ill I did duringthe four years. 


"I had occasion to become well posted 


on the ways of the red men, their CUB- 
tornp, their laws as they might _. 
termed, and the nature of tbe Indians 
themselves. I can say that I waa fairly 
successful in my official work among 
them. 
' 
« 
"There is no doubt that Haslett is at 


present among his own people, the 
Ohuckchanee tribe. 
The other tribes 


will not harbor him, as Indians of dif- 
ferent tribes bave no love for one an- 
other. Of course the fugitive is not 
among white people. Haslett will also 
want to be near hia squaw, an Indian's 
attachment to his squaw bein? remark- 
able. 
"The territory of the tribe i<= ahont 


twenty miles square. Haslett 
^o uutVule these limits. lie will wander 
ibout keeping out of eight aa much as 
io?siblc, only appearing at the ranch- 
;rias to get food. This will be readily 
'iveii him, as Indians are very generous 
'o each other. Had Haslett killed an 
ndian of hia own tribe he would have 
aad enemies among them; but aa he 
killed a white man all will assist him, 
thinking that he probably did the right 


i.mi»Ua have a mortal dread of 


sheriffs,' as they cail all officers. 
They 


all treat an officer with tlie greuteet 
courtesy and respect. It seldom occurs 
thatan'lndian resists an officer. 
If a 


bad Indian' ia wanted the most difficult 
thins is to find him. 
His arreat is 


easy. 
"The way I should proceed to capture 


Haslett," continued tho deputy sheriff, 
'would be to tfo alone and camp among 
Hftalett'e people. I would openly an- 
iior.nce that I had come to stay until I 
;ot uiy man. Furthermore, I would 
'onfidentially giv« it out that that itwas 
my personal'opinion that, if recaptured. 
Haslett would not be harshly dealt 
with. These facts would be commnni- 
r.at°d to the fnintive by his friends,and 
in all probability he would be induced 
to <;nme and give himself up, because he 
realizes that the result, will be capture 


"On the other hand, if he should not 


jee fit to give himself up, he could be 
run down nasily. As 1 stated before, 
Haslett will have to go to the ranchenas 
for food. 
"By making inquiries at these places 


nnd following him up one would find 
him. As to getting information from 
other Indians concerning the criminal's 
whereabouts, that is an easy matter. 
If on Indian is mie'informing you it. can 
readily be detected on his couutenance. 
An Indian has not the ability of pome 
Caucasians to stand up and tell a lie 
with apparent sincerity and without a 
twitch in the face. The result is that 
an officer can usually persuade a misin- 
forming Indian to tell what be knows. 


"Of conrse there are exceptions to all 


rules, I was once after an Indian mur- 
derer who naver visited any of his 
brother Indians. He kept to tbe brush 
and lived on grassroots and other food 
he could pick up. I could find no trace 
of him, but I was satisfied he would not 
go outside the limitu of bis tribe. The 
only way to catch him was to run upon 
him accidentally, and after a week's 
diligent search I was successful. We had 
a sudden meeting on a trail through 


me dense bruah. 
"In many c?_?es an officer can induce 


an Indian to come and give himaelf up, 


T have stated. Again, Indians are 


easily run down, owing TO an'espen- 
enced man's ability to obtain straight 
information from other Indians con- 
cerning him. The dread which Indians 
bave for the 'sheriff i3 also of great as- 
sistance to nlliceis.''

A minute Inter Mr. De Yoe 
waa brought in, almost unrecognizable 
from the pwellinc of his face and the 
blood with which he was covered. Dr. 
'uddotik immediately rendered the nec- 
ssary aid, and Drs. Pumi and Russell, 
vhocame in, volunteered their aE£iat- 
nce. 
The injured man was conveyed fo Dr. 
'uddock'B house. Mrs. De You did not 
now whut had happened, nnd when she 
aw her husband's condition tbe shock 
aused her to faint. As quickly as pos- 
ible Mr. De Yoe was put to bed and a 
areful examination made. Besides a 
lumber of cuts and contusions in vari- 
nis parts of the body he was found to 
lave a deep scalp wound on tbe back of 
he head, above the occipital protuber- 
ance, another wound 011 tbe temple and 
a serious contusion in the region of; the 
iidneya.
